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Man dies 


in crash 
on All 


A YOUNG man died after his 
car burst into flames follow¬ 
ing a collision on the A11 in 
the early hours of Monday 
morning. 

A silver BMW and a silver 
Toyota Corolla collided on 
the All at Barton Mills at 
1.45am. 

The BMW caught fire after 
the crash, and the driver - a 
man believed to be in his 
early 20s and from Norfolk - 
died at the scene. 

The driver of the Toyota 
Corolla, a man in his 60s, was 
taken to West Suffolk Hospi¬ 
tal with a broken sternum. 

The All, north of Fiveways 
roundabout at Barton Mills, 
was closed and diversions 
were put in place for 15 hours 
while the vehicles were re-

covered and the Highways 
Agency repaired the road. 

A serious collision inves¬ 
tigation has been launched 
by Suffolk police and they are 
appealing for any witnesses 
who saw the cars before the 
crash, or saw the collision it¬ 
self. 

A spokesperson said: “If 
you were driving along this 
stretch of road around the 
stated time and saw the ve¬ 
hicles either prior to or when 
the collision took place you 
are asked to call the Serious 
Collision Investigation Team 
at Suffolk Police on 101 quot¬ 
ing CAD 21 of 19/5/14.” 

A spokesman for the 
Highways Agency said: “We 


worked hard with partners 
including the police to reo¬ 
pen the road as soon as it is 
safe to do so. 

“After the police conclud¬ 
ed their investigation at the 
scene, the road was inspect¬ 
ed for damage, repaired and 
resurfaced.” 

The incident was the sec¬ 
ond crash on the road in just 
three days. 

The first one occurred on 
the All northbound at Red 
Lodge on Friday afternoon 
after a lorry and three cars 
collided. 

Three people suffered inju¬ 
ries in the collision, between 
the Barton Mills roundabout 
and Red Lodge, but their in¬ 
juries were not believed to be 
life threatening.

WAVES of fear washed 
over me as I watched male 
triathletes with legs as 
large as tree trunks set up 
camp next to me. 

Prior to Sunday’s New¬ 
market Triathlon I’d been 
on a road bike three times, 
I was still getting to grips 
with the strange loca¬ 
tion of the brakes and the 
gears, so I wasn’t too opti¬ 
mistic for a great result. 

I’d been training fairly 
solidly for five weeks; my 
swim times had improved, 
I’d survived spinning 
classes and mastered a 
few brick training sessions 
- running straight after a 
cycle - so the aim was to 
cross the finish line and 
avoid time penalties. 

The nerves soon trans¬ 
formed into adrenaline- 
fuelled excitement. I was 
confident I’d beat my part¬ 
ner in the swim. 

Tapping his foot to allow 
me to overtake was mo¬ 
mentarily satisfying but I 
knew he’d chase me with 
ease on the bike. 

I knew the bike would 
be my weakest leg so I set 
off steadily. My partner 
whizzed by and I realised 
I had no hope of keeping 
up with most of the speed 
demons who trained at 
Newmarket Cycling & Tri¬ 
athlon Club. So I enjoyed 
the scenery alongside the 
luly Course, took advan¬ 
tage of the downhills and 
just kept going, ignoring 
my burning thighs. 

The run was familiar 
territory. I battled the jelly 
legs and the heat, and fin¬ 
ished with a time of 1 hour 
18 minutes, 87th out of 
133 competitors. 

The rush of adrenaline 
is one I’ll need to chase 
again. 


Community solar farm proposed for Reach 


A COMMUNITY owned solar 
farm is proposed for Reach. 
The Reach Community Solar 
Farm group have submitted 
plans for a 507kw farm on 
iand to the north west of The 
Granary on Great Lane. 

More than 2,100 solar 
panels would be used on the 
site, generating renewable 
electricity "roughly equal to 
that used by the residential 
houses in the village of 


Reach", estimated at 
45,000kWh per year. 

The farm will be run by a 
not-for-profit company using 
investment raised from the 
local community, the plans 
said, with local people being 
involved in discussions since 
the beginning of the process. 

Currently, the site is used 
for grazing sheep. The 
applicants say the solar 
panels would be mounted so 


that the sheep can continue 
to use the area, which 
is covered from view by 
hedges, and would only be 
visible by two houses. 

The solar farm is expected 
to have a life of about 25 
years, providing solar power 
for the residents of Reach. 

The consultation expires 
on Friday, May 30.

A MOTHER of seven who 
feared she’d be “in a box six- 
feet down” if she didn’t lose 
weight has reached the fi¬ 
nals of a national slimming 
competition after losing 
nearly 17 stone. 

Just under three years ago, 
Lesley Richardson weighed 
more than 27 stone and 
feared her weight would 
soon kill her. 

As a last resort, she went 
along to Slimming World at 
Mildenhall before she con¬ 
sidered a gastric band. 

Lesley said: “I started to 
think that surgery was the 
only way I was ever going to 
lose weight because nothing 
worked for me and I didn’t 
want to just get bigger and 
bigger, which was what I was 
facing. I had a two-year-old 
and I knew that if I didn’t do 
something I wasn’t going to 
be alive to see her as a teen¬ 
ager. 

“I wanted to be a better 
mum to all of my children, 
to be able to play and run 
around with them instead of 
just sitting on the sofa. 

“To be blunt, I think that 
if I hadn’t done something 
about my weight when I 
did it wouldn’t have been 
long until I’d have become 
housebound or, worse, been 
in a box six-feet down.” 

But now, the 41-year-old 
feels like a whole new wom¬ 
an after losing an incredible 
16 stone 10.5lbs. 

She now weights 10 stone 
6.5lbs and has dropped from 
a size 32 dress size down to a 
size ten. 

Lesley went from eating 
five slices of cheese on toast 
for lunch, before enjoy¬ 


ing multiple chocolate bis¬ 
cuits and packets of crisps 
throughout the day to enjoy¬ 
ing mixed fruits for breakfast 
and salads for lunch. 

And Lesley said that now 
she is eating three full meals 
a day, she doesn’t need the 
snacks that kept her going 
before and instead keeps 
sugar free jelly or low fat yo¬ 
ghurt in the fridge. 

And as her diet improved, 
so did her exercise routines - 
and she’s even done a para¬ 
chute jump. 

She added: “Walking my 
children to school used to 
feel like the hardest thing in 
the world but now I can eas¬ 
ily walk for miles. I’ve taken 


up jogging and I use the Wii 
regularly too. 

“I’ve done a parachute 
jump for charity which I’d 
never have been able to do 
when I was heavier, and the 
day after my birthday in 
September I’m doing an 11.5 
mile walk for charity with 
100 other Slimming World 
Members. 

“Walking through the 
doors of the group was the 
hardest thing I’ve ever done. 
I was scared people would 
stare at me, but now I just 
wish I’d done it years ago.” 

Lesley came seventh in 
the national competition 
with the winner having lost 
22 stone and 9lbs.

This has not happened for 70 years 
partly because the warring parties 


now work together for the common 
good. 

The European Parliament now 
has more power to control the 
executive and our 73 members 
can therefore influence decisions. 
They find more in common with 
many MEPs from other countries 
than recently so it is vital that we 
all vote on Thursday for one of the 
parties with a proven track record 
in national government although 
none of them is perfect because 
they are made up of human beings, 
not saints.

Lee, 55, cleared of 
rape and assault 


FORMER world speedway cham¬ 
pion Michael Lee was found not 
guilty of rape on Friday after a 12- 
day trial at Ipswich Crown Court. 

Lee, 55, was also found not guilty 
of assaulting the same woman and 
causing her actual bodily harm as 
well as sexually assaulting another 
woman. 

The previous day, Thursday, he 
had been found not guilty by the 
same jury of a second alleged sex¬ 
ual assault. 

After the jury of six men and six 
women returned their verdicts at 
Ipswich Crown Court, fudge Ru¬ 
pert Overbury, who had presided 
over the trial, told Lee that he was 
free to leave the dock. 

Lee was accused of raping a 
woman, twice sexually assaulting 


another woman at an awards cel¬ 
ebration, and assaulting a woman. 

He was found not guilty of all the 
charges. 

During the trial Lee had told the 
jury that he believed the allega¬ 
tions, which he strongly denied, 
had been aimed at “destroying” 
him. 

He said that all were “without 
foundation”. 

Lee, of Lreckenham Road, Wor- 
lington, near Mildenhall, claimed 
that the alleged rape victim had 
been “emotionally disturbed”. 

Lee, co-promoter of the Milden¬ 
hall Len Tigers, was crowned indi¬ 
vidual world speedway champion 
in 1980 and also rode for teams 
including King’s Lynn, Poole and 
Boston.

PIONEERING techniques 
are being used at a care- 
home in Newmarket to 
help care for people with 
dementia. 

Kingfisher Care Home, 
on St Labians Close in 
Newmarket, are taking part 
in the PEARL specialist de¬ 
mentia care programme, 
which stands for Positively 
Enhancing and Enriching 
Residents’ Lives. 

Manager Mable Gogo, 
said: “The ethos of PEARL 
is to see beyond the symp¬ 
toms of dementia to rec¬ 
ognise each person as in¬ 
dividual and support them 
to live their lives as closely 
as possible to the way that 
they always have.” 

The programme is now 
being used internationally 
and is studied by health and 
social care professionals, 
said to be due to the “suc¬ 
cess in achieving dramatic 
reductions” in the need for 
medications to manage de¬ 
mentia symptoms. 

The programme is also 
said to correspond with im¬ 
provements in the wellbe¬ 
ing of people with demen¬ 
tia. Some 31,908 people are 
estimated to be living with 
dementia in the region, in¬ 
creasing to 800,000 people 
across the UK. 

Caroline Baker, head of 
dementia care, said: “With 
the PEARL programme the 
dementia care teams in our 
homes have demonstrated 
that with better under¬ 
standing of how to care for 
people with dementia we 
can dramatically reduce 
the need for medications 
and improve their wellbe¬ 
ing.”

“One of Stephen’s wishes 
was to public speak so I in¬ 
vited him to our event so 
that he could do just that. 

“He was a loving, hap¬ 
py, friendly guy who kept 
fighting the cancer and in¬ 
spiring people right until 
the end. I saw a lot of like¬ 
ness between Stephen and 
Liam, which is why I th ink 
I was so inspired by him. 

“They weren’t angry 


at anyone or anything 
for what they were going 
through. Stephen didn’t 
sit in a dark room and feel 
sorry for himself, and nei¬ 
ther did Liam. I honestly 
can’t get over how much he 
achieved.” 

Liam’s dad, Mark, 52, 
said: “Stephen was a fan¬ 
tastic lad. He was a true in¬ 
spiration and his death is 
an incredible tragedy.” 

Stephen made headlines 
for raising over £3 million 
for The Teenage Cancer 
Trust after he posted an 
emotional farewell mes¬ 
sage to the followers of his 
Stephen’s Story Facebook 
page. He had initially set 
out to raise just £10,000. 


Since then, more than 
135,000 people worldwide 
have donated. 

Stephen’s mother, Jane, 
released a statement on the 
Stephen’s Story Facebook 
page confirming his death. 

She said: “My heart is 
bursting with pride but 
breaking with pain for my 
courageous, selfless, inspi¬ 
rational son who passed 
away peacefully in his 
sleep in the early hours of 
this morning. 

“We all know he will 
never be forgotten, his spir¬ 
it will live on, in all that he 
achieved and shared with 
so many.”

IHABTA 
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Survivor’s 
plea for race 
participants 


A CANCER survivor from Newmarket 
is urging local residents to get involved 
with the Race for Life this July to fight 
back against the disease. 

Zoe Reynolds, 32, was diagnosed with 
cervical cancer just over a year ago when 
she noticed a bleed. 

Her doctor gave her a smear test, 
which came back as abnormal. She was 
then sent for biopsies which confirmed 
she had cancer. 

Zoe, an admin worker, said: “It was a 
terrible shock when I was diagnosed, but 
I was also very lucky because the cancer 
had been caught very early and was quite 
deep in my cervix so was very difficult to 
spot.” 

Because of her early diagnosis, Zoe 
avoided having to go through chemo¬ 
therapy and radiotherapy. But she did 
have a radical trachelectomy, where 
most of the cervix is removed, last May. 
Two months later, she had to have a hys¬ 
terectomy.

Despite this, inspirational Zoe still took 
in the Race for Life last year between her 
two operations. She added: “Taking part 
in Race for Life is my way of hitting can¬ 
cer where it hurts. I’m so grateful for the 
research that’s helped me and now I want 
to help others by supporting Cancer Re¬ 
search UK’s work.” 

Zoe is urging Newmarket residents to 
sign up for this year’s Race for Life, with 
the closest held in Cambridge, to contin¬ 
ue to support the work that they do. Last 
year, 7,212 women took part in the Cam¬ 
bridge race, raising over £400,000. 

Jane Redman, spokesperson for Can¬ 
cer Research, said: “Participants may 
be walking or running but what’s ines¬ 
capable is the power and strength that 
comes from thousands of women joining 
together to confront cancer.”

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Bin the sky 
lanterns for 
good - CLA 


AN organisation in Newmarket is head¬ 
ing up a campaign to stop people using 
Chinese lanterns. 

CLA East, an organisation for people 
who own land, property or businesses in 
rural areas who are based in Newmarket, 
has asked people not to release the lan¬ 
terns, also known as sky lanterns, over 
the Newmarket countryside because 
they are “serious fire hazards”. 

CLA said that releasing a naked 
flame with “absolutely no con¬ 
trol” over where it lands would 
“endanger lives and pose a se¬ 
rious threat to urban proper¬ 
ties, rural businesses, wildlife 
and the environment”. 

An estimated three to eight 
million sky lanterns are sold in 
the UK every year, and with those re¬ 
leased, the CLA say it is “extremely likely” 
that the number of serious incidents 
caused by them will “increase substan¬ 
tially”. 

The organisation are now looking to

start a campaign to get local authorities, 
wedding venues and the public behind 
them in order to prohibit their use to 
stop fires and deaths in the county. 

Nicola Currie, regional director of CLA 
East said: “Until we can get some sort of 
ban we are just trying to educate the 
public and get people to under¬ 
stand that it’s not a good idea to 
use them. 

“People see it as a cathartic 
thing, releasing their hopes or 
wishes at a wedding but they 
have no control over where the 
lanterns go. They do not realise 
how long they can burn for or 
how far they travel.” 

CLA East are currently collecting 
evidence of damage caused by sky lan¬ 
terns, which they would like to take to 
the government.

Deafness can be horribly isolating - but not for Diana Reynolds, thanks 
to her helpful, faithful and potentially life-saving Hearing Dog, Clyde. Emma 
Higginbotham reports. 


T HERE’S a gleeful 

woofing as I ring the 
bell of Diana Reynolds’ 
Bar Hill home. When the 
door opens, first to greet me 
is Clyde, a terribly handsome 
- and very waggy - Labrador 
cross flat-coated retriever, 
followed by the lady of the 
house herself. 

But Clyde isn’t just the 
family pet: Diana is severely 
deaf, and Clyde is her 
Hearing Dog. In fact he’s just 
‘told’ her that the doorbell 
has rung. “He’s a wonderful 
boy, aren’t you?” says Diana, 
stroking his glossy coat. “Oh, 

I just love him to bits.” 

A great-grandmother of 
three (“nearly four!”), Diana, 
who uses hearing aids and 
lip-reads, has had Clyde since 
January of last year. Fully- 
trained, the faithful pooch 
goes everywhere with her, 
and acts as her ears around 
the house. 

“When he hears the 
doorbell, the alarm clock, the 
telephone or anything like 
that, he comes and nudges 
me,” she explains. “I say 
‘What is it?’, and he takes me 
to whatever’s making the 
noise. 

“Before, if I was expecting 
someone, I’d have to sit with 


the door open in the sitting 
room so I could hear the 
doorbell. And if I didn’t take 
the kitchen timer with me, I 
wouldn’t have a clue it had 
gone off, so I burned things 
like mad! But he will find me, 
wherever I am, and tell me. 
The difference it makes is 
wonderful.” 

Clyde is also on hand when 
Diana’s husband - county 
councillor John Reynolds - 
needs her: “He’ll call him and 
ask him to fetch me, then 
Clyde will find me and take 
me to John. He’s a very, very 
good boy. Everybody adores 
him.” 

As a child, Diana had 
perfect hearing until the age 
of 6, when she developed 
a nasty infection in the 
mastoid bones at the back of 
both ears. The condition was 
left untreated, the infection 
spread and, devastatingly, led 
to meningitis. 

Diana had to spend six 
months in hospital, an 
experience that’s always 
stayed with her: “I can 
remember crying for my 
mum, because in those days 
parents were only allowed to 
visit on a Sunday afternoon 
for half-an-hour,” she says. 

“I was in an oxygen tent for a 


lot of the time, so they were 
only allowed to look at me 
through the window.” 

Although she recovered, 
the meningitis left Diana 
with memory loss, which 
plagues her to this day, and 
gradually her hearing began 
to deteriorate. But, she says, 
it didn’t bother her until 
her late 20s, by which time 
she was married with three 
daughters. 

“I found I kept putting 
the TV on louder, and the 
children kept saying ‘Oh 
Mum, are you deaf?’ when 
they’d said something,” 
she recalls. “It was just so 
frustrating because I couldn’t 
hear what anyone was 
saying. I just lost everything.” 

At 30, Diana finally had 
hearing aids fitted, “and it 
was awful!” she chuckles. 

“On the first day I went to a 
WI meeting, and they were 
turning over the pages and 
it sounded like thunder! But 
I was so fascinated because 
I could hear a tap dripping, 
and birds singing, which was 
wonderful.” 

Although a trained nursery 
nurse, Diana ended up 
running a hotel with her first 
husband in Wales. When 
the couple split, John, a 
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regular guest at the hotel, got 
in touch: “He sent me some 
flowers and said he was sorry, 
and next time he came up 
would I like to go out for a 
meal? And it went on from 
there. A year-and-a-half-later 
I left the hotel, and came to 
Cambridge.” 

By now it was the early 70s, 
and Diana began working 
at the Mill Road Maternity 
Hospital. “I was nursery nurse 
on the wards; it was my job 
to look after the babies. But it 
was difficult because when the 
babies were crying I couldn’t 
hear, so I knew I would have to 
get help.” 

She began taking 
lip-reading lessons at 
Addenbrooke’s, but admits 
that even today she finds it 
tough. “You don’t see most 
of the word, and accents...” 
Diana rolls her eyes and 
laughs. “People might be 
talking in Chinese for all I 
know! But most people are 
very patient.” 

For much of her working 
life, Diana was a child-minder, 
“then when I retired I wanted 
to do something useful, but 
I hate being inside so I didn’t 
want to work in a charity 
shop or anything like that,” 
she says. “Debbie, my middle 
daughter, was then working 
at the library, and she said 
‘I’ve seen people coming in 
with Guide Dog puppies to 
socialise them; why don’t 
you try it?’ And I said ‘That’s 
a good idea!’ I’d always loved 
dogs.” 

After being assessed, the 
couple’s first puppy, Harper, 
arrived within weeks - and 
so began 10 blissful years of 
Guide Dog puppy training. 

“I had eight, and I loved it,” 
she smiles, glancing up at the 
framed photos of the Guide 
Dogs that adorn the kitchen 
walls. “You have the dogs for 
a year, and we usually had a 
break between so we could get 
rid of the dug-up garden and 
chewed furniture - I’ve got 
chewed furniture everywhere! 
Then we had a holiday, and 
waited for the next one to 


become available. 

“The only bit I hated was 
saying goodbye. They’d come 
for the dog in the morning, 
and I used to try and be 
cheerful for the dog, and give 
it a last treat. Then I’d shut the 
door and I’d howl for the rest 
of the day! Oh, it was awful. 

I cried my heart out when 
each one went, so Clyde’s now 
called my Forever Dog. Aren’t 
you, my boy?” she says, giving 
him a gentle pat. 

Over the years, Diana’s 
deafness became ever worse, 
and her hearing aids ever 
stronger. She covers them with 
her hair, “not because I’m self- 
conscious about them, I just 
think they’re horrible! 

“Blind people have got a 
stick, and most normal people 
are careful and nice. But if 
you’re deaf, people tend to 
ignore you. It can be very, 
very isolating. More isolating 
than blindness, I think, 
because you can’t join in 
conversations. 

“Lip-reading is fine if you 
know what the subject is, but 
if I go into a group of people 
who are already talking, it’s 
very hard to pick up what it 
is.” 

Seven years ago, Diana was 
feeling thoroughly fed up: 

“I’d got so frustrated with not 
hearing, and feeling left out. 
Then one day I saw a child 
with a Hearing Dog, and I 
thought I’d find out about it.” 

She duly visited the Hearing 
Dogs for Deaf People centre in 
Buckinghamshire, where she 
was assessed for her suitability 
- and passed. But it was five 
years before the call finally 
came to say that they had a 
puppy which might suit her, 
and would she like to come 
and see whether she liked 
him? 

Diana hurried down, “and 
they brought this great big, 
gorgeous, shiny dog over,” 
she beams. “My heart was on 
fire - it was so wonderful. I 
just couldn’t believe that lovely 
dog was coming to me. It was 
just pure, utter pleasure and 
excitement. I’d waited so long, 


and to have such a gorgeous 
boy was incredibly lucky.” 

Diana spent the day with 
Clyde, “and I sat beside him on 
the floor that evening, and he 
had his head on my knee. He 
was so sweet, and so loving. 
The next day they said ‘Will 
he do for you?’ And I said ‘Try 
taking him away from me!” 

She then had to leave Clyde 
for a month while they trained 
him specifically for her needs, 
then spent five days at the 
centre to train with him: “He 
learned very quickly, he’s so 
good,” she says. 

“And I was lucky, because if 
they’d chosen every dog they’d 
ever trained, they couldn’t 
have given me a better one 
than my boy.” 

Clyde goes everywhere with 
Diana, and because there’s no 
outward sign of her disability, 
she’s grateful that his Hearing 
Dog coat acts as a signal to 
people that she’s deaf. 

“When I lip-read I don’t 
always get it right, and people 
used to think I was stupid 
because they’d say something 
to me and I’d answer 
something completely wrong,” 
she says. “So when Clyde’s 
got his Hearing Dog coat on, 
you’re just telling people ‘I 
don’t hear properly, I’m not 
just plain stupid.’ Mind you I 
am that sometimes...!” 

But it’s around the house 
that Clyde is truly invaluable 
and, potentially, life-saving: “If 
my smoke alarm went off, he’d 
nudge me, and when I asked 
him what it was, he’d lie down. 
That’s his danger signal,” says 
Diana. 

“I feel as though I’ve had 
him forever, and I can’t 
imagine life without him - it 
would be absolutely sterile. 
Much as I love John,” she adds 
with a laugh. 

“Clyde will stay with me 
forever. I’ll never, ever get rid 
of him. If he gets too old to 
work, then I will keep him; if 
I could have another Hearing 
Dog at the same time I would. 
But if they said no? Then I 
would do without, rather than 
lose my boy.”

GODZILLA (I2A, 123 mins) 

IN Steven Spielberg’s box-office 
behemoth Jurassic Parky geneticists 
arrogantly believe they can tame Mother 
Nature with cutting-edge science. 

"Life finds a way," warns 
Jeff Goldblum's fatalistic chaos 
mathematician. 

These wise words and Spielberg's entire 
1993 blockbuster provide the guiding 
light for Gareth Edwards's bombastic 
resurrection of cinema's iconic reptile. 

The Warwickshire-born director harks 
back to Ishiro Honda's groundbreaking 
1954 film Gojira, which reflected 
Japanese society's fears in the aftermath 
of the atomic bombings of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. 

In Edwards's film, the titular 355ft 
creature boasts familiar dorsal fins, 
lumbering gait and fiery radioactive 
breath, and is securely tethered to timely 
concerns about the environmental 
consequences of nuclear power. 

A mine in the Philippine jungle 
collapses, exposing the remains of 
two seemingly fossilised and highly 
radioactive creatures. 

One of the monsters hatches and 
runs amok, and despite the best efforts 
of Dr Ishiro Serizawa (Ken Watanabe) 
and his colleague Dr Vivienne Graham 
(Sally Hawkins), its mate also escapes 
confinement. 

US Navy Admiral William Stenz 
(David Strathairn) co-ordinates the 
response and sends his men into battle 
including Lieutenant Ford Brody (Aaron 
Taylor-Johnson), whose parents (Bryan 
Cranston, Juliette Binoche) worked at the 
Janjira nuclear plant, where one creature 


began its rampage. 

Meanwhile in San Francisco, Ford's 
wife Elle (Elizabeth Olsen) prepares to 
evacuate with their four-year-old son 
Sam (Carson Bolde). 

When military might fails to halt 
the devastation and hope dims, alpha 
predator Godzilla emerges from the 
deep... 

Edwards's picture opens with a 
helicopter ride that could have been 
airlifted from Jurassic Park and continues 
with the Spielbergean nods including 
theme park ride-style action sequences 
and children in peril. 

Godzilla is a technically accomplished 
hunk of large-scale monster-mashing. 

You can see every cent of the 
rumoured 160 million dollar budget and 
the director makes good use of the 3D 
format by reflecting carnage in mirrors 
and glass. 

Chilling images of Cranston and Taylor- 
Johnson entering a Japanese quarantine 
zone and a tender moment between the 
two M.U.T.O.s (Massive Unidentified 


Terrestrial Organisms) explicitly reference 
Edwards's low budget debut, Monsters. 

The director manages to convey the 
titular reptile's feelings in the midst of 
battle. 

Human emotions are much harder 
to unearth. Taylor-Johnson is a bland 
all-American hero and heavyweights 
Cranston and Binoche don't have 
sufficient screen time to deliver the 
wallop we crave. 

Ken Watanabe - or Obi-Wan 
Watanabe as he should be renamed 
- is reduced to philosophising about 
our failings ("The arrogance of man is 
thinking nature is [in] our control, and 
not the other way round") and sounding 
the bell on a final round showdown 
between Godzilla and his adversaries. 

"Let them fight!" he growls. 

And fight they do, reducing the Pacific 
coast to rubble in a titanic tussle of 
computer-generated sound and fury that 
should take a large bite out of the UK 
box office, much like Spielberg's T-Rex.

Poppy love 


GARDENING 
TIPS 


DURING the First World War, the blasted and 
bombed battlefields across Europe created ideal 
conditions for the poppy to flourish. 

It was a sight which, in 1915, inspired Canadian 
Lieutenant Colonel John McCrae to write the 
well-known war poem In Flanders Fields, with 
poppies growing there 'row on row' and, as such, 
this vivid red flower has become synonymous with 
the great loss of life and sacrifices made in war. 

This year, to mark the centenary of the start of 
the First World War, poppy 
displays will rightly abound 
nationwide. 

The Royal Botanic Garden 
Edinburgh is creating a poppy 
field to be in full bloom in 
late July, Gunby Hall and 
Gardens in Lincolnshire has its 
own poppy trail, and there's 
poppy planting at Sheffield 
Park in East Sussex (www. 
nationaltrust.org.uk ) and 
beautiful displays at Dyrham 
Park near Bath. 

Poppies will also feature 

heavily in Birmingham City Council's exhibit in the 
Great Pavilion at the RHS Chelsea Flower Show 
this year, while tens of thousands of poppies have 
also been sown by children, soldiers, civic leaders, 
community organisations, clergy and faith groups 
nationwide as a joint act of remembrance. 

The field poppy or corn poppy, Papaver rhoeas, 
is the poppy of wartime remembrance. This

annual flower can lie dormant for many years 
before germination which is then often triggered 
when the soil is disturbed. It's perfect planted in 
a sunny wildflower garden or a meadow where it 
will self-seed freely. 

Throughout history, a new generation of corn 
poppies was germinated each year as land was 
ploughed and grain scattered. It is a plant relevant 
to many cultures - to the Egyptians it symbolised 
blood and rebirth, while the Romans hailed it as 
the sacred crop of Ceres. 

Its family, papaveraceae, 
is relatively small, with less 
than 800 species, but the 
types vary greatly in size and 
colour. Among the largest 
are the flowers of P. orientale 
Goliath Group, appearing atop 
shoulder-high stems. The petals 
share the same tissue-paper 
look as their smaller cousins, 
yet poppy types range from the 
toughest hardy perennials to 
pretty annuals, from giants with 
tall spires such as P. pilosum, to 
ground-hugging alpines. They are all followed by 
round decorative seedpods. 

By far the most showy and most familiar in the 
garden is Papaver orientale, which adds dramatic 
highlights to early summer with their spectacular 
blooms. The typical oriental poppy is a hardy 
perennial which produces scarlet flowers with 
a black blotch at the bottom of each petal, but 



you can get other colours including pink, orange, 
white and plum. Stunning varieties include 'Mrs 
Perry', with large salmon-pink blooms and 'Patty's 
Plum', which is dark and dramatic. 

Most named oriental poppies are sterile and 
can be propagated by root cuttings, while 
species poppies rely on seed to keep them 
going. P. somniferum, the opium poppy enjoyed 
for its ornamental value, is a prolific self-seeder, 
but it's best to save some of its seeds to sow 
where you actually want them to be. 

All poppies have a dainty appearance but 
many don't need staking. However, you 
must remove the dead blooms to prolong 


the flowering season. Good companions to 
oriental poppies include the frothy flowers 
of Gypsophila paniculata, penstemon and 
agapanthus. 

Most poppies prefer sun and moist soil but 
several, including the Welsh poppy, Meconopsis 
cambrica, prefer stretches of woodland in 
dappled shade, where they colonise ground 
between bluebells and wood anemones. 

So while the field poppy will always remain 
one of the most powerful and poignant images 
of remembrance, its wider family in all its 
glorious colours and forms has earned itself a 
well-deserved place in the British garden.

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Half UK’s drivers say 
no to 20mph city limits 


DRIVERS are against the idea of a 
blanket 20mph speed limit on urban 
roads, according to research published 
today by road safety charity, Institute 
of Advanced Motorists (IAM). 

Half of drivers from the UK are 
against a blanket 20mph speed limit 
with under a third willing to embrace 
the idea and a fifth are undecided. 
Male drivers are more likely to be 
against the idea than female. 

Fifty-five per cent of young drivers 
were against 20mph zones as a speed 
limit for towns while 34 per cent of 
older drivers were in favour. 

Drivers are very supportive of low¬ 
er speed limits outside schools, with 
ninety-four per cent of respondents 
agreeing that this would be a good 
idea. Areas with high numbers of pe¬ 
destrians such as parks (34 per cent), 
hospitals and shops were the next 
most popular with 21 per cent of driv¬ 
ers in favour. Only eight per cent of re¬ 
spondents opted for 20mph near cycle 
lanes. 

Over three quarters of drivers be¬ 
lieve that 20mph speed limits help to 
increase safety for pedestrians; how¬ 
ever, only a fifth saw it as a positive 
advantage for cyclists. Pollution and 
noise were not seen as important ben¬ 
efits. 

Using 20mph speed limit signs only 
to enforce lower limits was twice as 
popular as physical traffic calming

measures and three times more pop¬ 
ular than the use of speed cameras. 
Only a fifth of drivers think enforcing 
20 limits should be a police priority. 

Sixty-eight per cent of drivers would 
like to see a specially tailored re-edu¬ 


cation course for drivers caught doing 
up to 30mph in a 20mph zone. 

There is a difference between speed 
limits and zones. Councils have the 
power to introduce 20mph speed lim¬ 
its and zones without obtaining con¬ 
sent from the Secretary of State. 

Speed zones are a collection of 
streets with a 20mph limit whereas 
speed limits are set for individual 
roads. Some local authorities have set 
20mph speed limits on a number of 
individual roads so creating blanket 
coverage of residential areas with a 
20mph speed limit. 

20mph speed limits can be intro¬ 
duced without any form of traffic calm¬ 
ing. In many areas they are being used 
across the whole area. Whilst not as ef¬ 
fective as 20mph speed zones they can 
still produce significant lowering of 
speeds over a wide area for very little 
cost. Compliance is increased by pub¬ 
licity, driver awareness and commu¬ 
nity involvement. This can and does 
play a large part in self-enforcement. 

IAM chief executive Simon Best 
said: “Drivers are not as negative 
about 20mph speed limits as many 
commentators would have us believe. 
Those responding to our survey found 
it quite easy to stick to 20 and there is 
large scale support for 20mph outside 
schools.” 

“However, many drivers still need to 
be convinced it would be a benefit.”

Dettori reaches 
a double century

IT may have been a landmark 
weekend for Frankie Dettori as he 
steered Olympic Glory to success at 
Newbury but it was nothing 
but heartbreak for one unlucky 
punter who narrowly missed out on a 
multi-million pound pay off. 

Three tickets for the Scoop6 were 
live as the runners went to post for 
the sixth and final leg, the Marion 
Gibson Brown Memorial Handi¬ 
cap and an £8 punter looked likely 
to bag the £6.8million win fund 
as Escape To Glory came through 
to challenge Llanarmon Lad deep 
inside the final furlong. 

However, Llanarmon Lad rallied 
again and the money rolls on for a 
12th successive week, with a mas¬ 
sive £15m expected to be in the pot. 

Newmarket-based Dettori’s 200th 
Group One success of his career 
was nowhere near as dramatic as 
Olympic Glory proved a cut above in 
the JLT Lockinge Stakes. 

Given a patient ride, Dettori - win¬ 
ning the Lockinge for the fourth time 
- produced the Richard Hannon- 
trained colt to perfection widest of 
the runners over a furlong out to win 
by two and a quarter lengths. 

Dettori said: “I was thinking 
there’d be no pace and it would be 
complicated, but it was just as easy 
as riding work. 

“He quickened like a true cham¬ 
pion. His form is rock-solid and he 
goes on any ground. 

“He’s a great ride, has a great kick 
and is a jockey’s dream. I was on the 
best horse and I could go wherever 
I wanted.” 

Of his landmark 200th win at the 
top level, the Italian added: “I’ve 
been stuck on 199 for a while! It’s a 
great achievement.” 

It is a long way from Newbury 


to Melbourne, but Mount Athos 
underlined his credentials for a 
return trip to the Melbourne Cup with 
a tenacious victory in the JLT Aston 
Park Stakes under Jamie Spencer. 

Marco Botti’s charge (7-2) 
prevailed by a length from the 
running-on Forgotten Voice, hav¬ 
ing outgunned the well-backed 
Battalion before two out and then 
easily holding off a strong challenge 
from third-placed First Mohican, 
who was a further nose adrift. 

Botti’s wife and assistant, Lucia, 
said: “He runs very well fresh, but 
I think the key is the ground as he 
doesn’t want it too fast. 

“He is very straightforward at 
home, a pleasure to deal with and 
the long-term plan is Melbourne. 

“He has a big heart and tries very 


hard and we haven’t really got a 
plan beforehand except the Good- 
wood Cup.” 

Meanwhile, Pinzolo remains in 
the Investec Derby picture after 
striding to success in the Tamdown 
Fairway Stakes at Newmarket. 

True Story, Godolphin’s leading 
contender for the Epsom Classic, 
was well beaten in the Dante Stakes 
on Thursday but the Charlie Apple- 
by-trained Pinzolo offered some 
consolation to connections as he 
made all in the mile-and-a-quarter 
Listed race to score by two lengths 
from Master Carpenter. 

Appleby said: “He is a horse that 
we have liked throughout. It was a 
bit of a mistake by me to take him to 
Doncaster on soft ground. We took 
a punt and it didn’t come off. 


“But it didn’t do him any harm, he 
grew up and wintered well. It was a 
nice first run from him at Newmarket 
and he looks like he came on for it. 

“He is a nice middle-distance 
horse to go to war with and has 
plenty of options through the 
course of the summer. 

“He is going to go a mile and a 
half now and is in the Derby and at 
Ascot (the King Edward VII Stakes). 
We will not make any commit¬ 
ments yet - we will see how the 
horse comes out of the race - and 
we still have Sudden Wonder in the 
Derby.” 

Eastern Impact will tackle the 
lucrative Macmillan Charity Sprint 
Trophy at York on June 14 after 
landing the coral.co.uk Sprint 
Trophy.
